TUB RAILWAY DISASTER. 

Kurtber Particulars of the Horrible Accident 
In which Two Hundred Uvea Were 
Hacriflced. 

Additional particulars of the frightful 
railway accident in Illinois allow tliat it 
Was tile iiiout appnlilig accident «voi' 
cliroMicled in the history of railway caau- 
alties in the t'niled Sl-ates. Of the fatally 
iiijured all of the bodies are recovered, and 
number seventy. They are at Cliatsworth 
and Piper City. Everything is in tho 
wildest confusion, and many are mangled 
beyond leeogiiitioii. When the train drew 
out of I'eoriii at H o'clock it wna loaded to 
ils full ciipaeity. Every berth on the 
six sleepers was taken, and the day curs 
canied ai.'ity people each. The train was 
to heavy that two engines were hitched to 
it, and when it passed this place it was 
Hi hours behind time. Cliatsworth, the 
iie.xt station east of here, is six uiiloa oil' 
and the run was made in seven iiiiiuites, 
so the terrible iiionieiituiu of the lifty 
coaches and two hoavy engines shooting 
through space ah the rate of a mile a min- 
ute can be iindoratood. No stop was made 
at Chalswiu th and on the hoavy train with 
its living freiglit sped through the durk- 
uuss of night. Throe miles oast of (Jhats- 
worth is a little slough wlicre the railroad 
train crosaoH u dry runabout ton feet deep 
and liftcen wide. Over this was stretched 
ail ordinary wooden trestle bridge, and as 
the train ciinie thundering down on it, 
what was tlio horror of the engineer of the 
front Biigino when he .saw the bridge wiia 
on lire. 

Tlioro was no chance to atoii. Had 
thoro buitn any warning, it would have 
taken a mile to stop that on-rushing maHs 
of wood, iron and human flesh, and the 

train was within 100 yards of tho rod- 
toiigiied nieaaengera of death before they 
liaahed their final red .sigiiiils in the eu- 
ginoer's face, but heiiassuil over in safety, 
the first engine keeping the rails as it 
went over the bridge, which fell beneath 
it. It could only have been tho terriKo 
aiiood of tho train which saved the lives 
of the engineer and his lircnmn, but tlio 
next ungino wont down. 

Cars crashed in cars, coaches piled one 
on top of another, and in tho twinkling 
of un eye nearly 100 poople found iiiHtant 
death, and fifty more wore so hurt that 
As for tho wounded. 



them, they found such a scene of dpiUli 
as is rarely with'esscid, and such work to 
do it seemed as if humafi hands were ut - 
terly uicapable. 

Tho second car had juuiiied olf its 
trucks and crushed through tliu car ahead 
of it, crushing tho woodwork aside like 
tinder and resting on the top of the scuts, 
while every passenger in the front car 
was lying dead or dying underneath. Out 
of that car but four people ciuiie alive. 
On top of the second cur lay the tliiiil, and 
ajiJiuugh the latter did not cover ita bear- 
■ei'.*a completely as did the second car, 
iMUMth its bottom was smeared with the 
blood Af its victims. The other three ears 
.were ixoLso badly crushed, but they were 
broken and twisted in every conceivable 
way, and .eyory timber and beam repre- 
sented a cruaiied human form or a broken 
bono.

THAT INTERMINABLE DISCUSSION. 

To THK KijOiik: -Mr. Hrll atleiaplH 
to-ilay to el»iid the iiiieslioii of wali i sup- 
ply in ;i mass of tiLOires.

Mr. Boll WHS at this tjuie suiioiinlend- 
ingtlie |)ro))ara'vion of the plana, which I be 
council thought necesaary, and the result 
was that Ileiidry's plans, though only in 
pencil, wore those- iido]itod with very 

slight iiioditicati i. On 7fb of May the 

coimuitlee reported Mr. Hell's a| proval 
of Hendry's scheme and recommendeil 
that. Work should bo proceeded with at- 
oiii'o. This report was adopted by the 
eoiiiieil at 11 full meeting. Thus far iMr. 
Bell iliil hia dui.y. He then went tlirough 
his faviirile iiorforiii'Uice of inatheniaticiil 
ciileuliilioii, a very iiiiioceeut aiiiuae- 
ineiit, but when usetl to stultily himself 
as to his former report, which it will he 
observed is very oin]>halic and derisive aa 
to the value and efllcieiicy of I lendry'a 
scheme, and after the expemliture by ilio 
council of the cost of proiiiiralion of ])huiH 
and reports, probably amounting to $1000, 
becomes a very serious matter to the rate- 



payers. The scheme formulated by Mr. 
i5ell ill to-iITiy's CobONiST is a new one in 
some lesjjects and not c{uite the same as 
that which he laid boforo tho council on 
various occasiuns. Pevhiipii,| ^ we. are 
patient his love of abstruse' calculations 
niiiy develop some other plan. Tho rate- 
[Niyer.s will no iloulit t hiiik with me th.t;; 
liniilitii is necessary and will be unwilling 
to waste moro time aud money on rival 
.schemes. The people have voted th* 
money necessary to carry out Hendry's 
scheme, and it is dear to ray mind that it 
is an efficient and economical one. As to 
cost of juimpiiig in .American cities Mr. 
Bell ill his first letter says: 
"His (my) ealculationa in reference 
to the cost of pumping is not based 
on the actual experience of twenty- 
four loading American cities, because 1 
hiivo the same figures, and if Mr. Pearse 
knew luiw to use thorn, lie would find an 
error in his ligiires of 60 per cent." In 
his letler of to-day Mr. Bell says: "Tho 
average coat of pumping iu lli American 
eilies (not 24) taken from Fatuiing's book 
is &'-li.7f per million gallons of water " 
raised 178 foot high, a calculation good 
enough for a good modern engine for a 
lift of 200 feet." 

Now taking these two stiitemonls to- 
ge'her, il ia, 1 iliink, apparent that Mr. 
Bell supposes me to have uaed "FHliniligs" 
book, and hence his dogmatic assertion. 
The fact is, I never saw that book, but 
used, with one of niy colleagues, a book 
by Wood & Co. which gives the cost as 
stated hy us. Mr. Bell has been convict- 
ed of iiiore than oin! error in his ealcula- 
tiuiis as lo he;ul, etc., whilst poor Mr. 
Hendry's .selieiue has triuiuphantly passed 
t he oiileiil of all examination by the board 
of honorary engineers, by Mr. Pickering, 
((/!</ /)!/ Mr. ISM hitiistif ! A word as to 
alleged discourtesy. 1 plead guilty to 
having used a "slangy," though not dis- 
cuurteoiia, and certainly expressive aen- 
lelice, "knock the bottom out," When 
Mr. Bell's report of 27tli July last, which 
should have been addressed to me, in 
iiccordauuo with his invariable previous 
custom, was road in council, any one 
could see that the impression produced 
was unfavorable to the writer, and 1 con- 
fess 1 did think that tho use of auch ex- 
pressions US the following: "The water 
eniiiniittee's reference to iMr. Mahood's 
diagram proves that neither Mr. Mabood 
nor the committee know the diU'oreiico 
between the hydraulic grade of a \)\\m and 
tlie plane of the celestial equator," "A 
aiiniple of mcntjil fog iind unmitigated 
iiliolic drivel," "Is simply a senseless noii 
.■.■('i//o7 II /■," used in a report by a consulting 
engineer to his employors, juatilied me in 
thhiking that the writer of tbein was 
under the influence of stiniulanta, outside 
his own brain power. If Mr. Bell is 
agu'i ioved at the action of the coininittce, 
he has only himself to blame. 
He made a report wliicli was either 
well cousiilered or the reverse, approving 
of Hendry's scheme, and he not only ap- 
[iroved it, hut checked and verijial it. Very 
.shortly afterwards, lie pulls the whole 
tiling I o pieces and l enders liinmelf ridi- 
ciiliiua in the eyes of the peopb' by saying 
it was only a [irogress leporl. If the re- 
[lort was well coiisiiiered, iiiid 1 lliink it 
was, then tiie scheme is a good one. If it 
wiia not well-considered, the writer aui- 
not expect to escape the blame which 
must attach to hhn for re;.oi li;ig u blid

But 
what is of far greater inniMeiil to I'higliiiKl 
ami lo Muidpc than the iioii-r.-i ilical ion 
of the Egyptian convent ii pii, is Llie present 
State of all'airs at Sttimbotd a condition 
which is described as one of utter atlmin- 
istrative disruption, .and as likely to lead 
any momeiU to grave.st dangers. l''of 
sometime past, we are told, the whole 
executive aiithcji-ity has been eentred in 
the palace, and ministers have been no 
bo tier than so many puppel,s. I iidersuch cir- 
cumstaiicesamplescope has lieen found for 
the active operation of Russian and French 
intrigue ami in lliia way .Unlul llamidhas 
been t(impletely frightened into a deep 
dread of Kussiaii displeasure- for it is 
reasonalile enough that a ruler who knows 
his ministers !(• lie reduced to a condition 
of abject submission, and to bo tho tools 
of unscrupulous jjolitical schemers, native 
and foreign, is aware that his government 
is dangerously imstalih' and is eoiiso- 
(piently an.xions to •ilii-nd no nalion likely 
to become a loiv W hat, is I he [losiliou of 
the sultan ( lie sees himself surrounded 
by a ministry up(ui which he cainiot rely; 
his grand vizier, being openly deiiuiineetl 
by the press and learning that the ileiinn- 
cintioii i.^ approved of in the highest ((iiar 
ters, has tenih'red his residual imi and tlie 
whole sit uat ion at ( ."onsl;uil iiiople is sur- 
rounded by eouuth'ss pi: falls .-iiu, !p Ideii 
risks. In I'ulgjui . poiitiral ali'airs (in- 
tiinte imsettlrd. .-.i.tl lieie, as well as a; 
Stiimboul, both lius .ui and French in- 
fluence is working dij-ectiy against those 
who seek an early and pacific solution of 
e-xisting dillieiilt ies. Hiif-.sia holds her 
po.ssible secret desi_'us upuii liiilgarin ,is a 
threat to tho sultan. France uses the 
condition oi Bulgaria aid the possibilities 
of Russian intorvciitidu a lever with 
which to move Abdul ilainid to act 
against England with reference to Egypt.

A session of the lirilish ]iarlianieiit 
that Would adjourn \i'itlidut having en- 
gaged in a test nf strength df the (|Ues- 
tidn permitting the const met ion of a tun- 
nel between iMiglaml and France under 
the English Channel would be a rarity in 
deod._ Tho bill providing for the . \( a\a 
tion of such a tunnel was tit tin; lu esi nt 
session rejecti'il by no fcui-r than lifty 
\'olcs; but its op]ioiiciils .-issurl liiat lliey 
could have griMtly inerea.-,eil the niajcu'ity 
had the result of I he division si;enied at 
all doubtful, while the supporters of the 
measure declare that public opinion is 
gradually drifting to tlieir side of the 
cpiestion. The mere mention of the jiro- 
jfi-l Id the old-fashi. ■iii-d member is sulli- 
eienl to lliidw liini into spasms df patriot- 
ic indignation, and, In fact, consei-valives 
of all grades profess to be able to detect 
in the scheme ti diabolical |>lot to hand 
the country over to the iiatui'al enemies 
ot England; so the selilinicnl of the liouse 
of lords on the matter can be easily (di 
tJiined. When the scheme was lirst. luil 
lined there was si^rious diseiussion and il 
was foimd that Englishmen were not 
wanting who would put tlieir niouuy into 
it. Tho rage of the alarmists arose to 
grandly ludicrous proportions. .\ cli'ver 
lin),-l,H,,, in llm stylo of the I'.attle of 
IJiu-king, iiorlrays the miichinations for a 
seizure of the tunnel by the wily Fionch- 
man a little while after British capital has 
completed it, tho unsuccessful .attempls of 
heroic English railway servants to 1 1 in w n 
tlie invatling (hiuls bv letting in (he 
I'higlish channel 'Ui then, the tinal sub 
jecti >n of .Mbidii .•iml ihe ;d|ini.i i- iloom 
of all the inliabitanls of the Britisi: Isles 
to weal' WMddeii slides and e.it frogs for- 
eviu'iMdi-e. 'I'lie best eilginee 'ing taleiil 
of tho nation, says tho secretary. Sir ICd 
ward Walkin, introducer of the bill, hav- 
ing set all (jbjoctions as to tho iihysical 
dilliiailties at rest, plans for the ■.•onstriie- 
tioii of the tunnel are being put into such 
a state of perfei-tion as to permit of the 
work being begun to-morrow and moiiev 
in abundance has liei n pledged in ad- 
vance. All that is lacking is the tiucession 
of coininon sense to a majoritv of tho le- 
gislators. That tho tunnel will ultimate- 
ly he built Ihiu'e is not a shadow of u 
doubt; but there is, unfortunately, tx)o 
much roason to buliovo that the prejudice 
and feare of tho Galliphobists will delay 
its conimoncoment for some years to come. 
However, wo are doing our best to com- 
bat the olijectioiiH and <pii(^l tlie alarms ol 
thooldcriiHled-iiort-wine-driuking gentry, 
the counlerpartH of those who fought 
quite as stronumisly half a century ago 
against tho introiiotion of lailronda here 
and prophesied the ruin tjf tlio country as 
tho result of their adoption, and wo niio 
meet with success by inducing them to 
«e9 thilij|;» w th«y are. 



MAYOK FELL AND HIS .MF.TIIODS. j 

The outcome of tiio meeting at the city 
hall on 'I'hursday was a surprise part}' for 
the mayor :ind his cronies. The galhor- 
iiig was convened in a surreptitious man- 
ner. Cnly a few of tho elect wore bidden 
to the feast. The invitations were not on 
tinted p.aper; nor wei'o they perfumed;

he has evolved from the inmost recesses 
of his sm new bat shallow 111 i ml. I hit his |)lan, 
like thai of the mice, went "agley. " 
The mueling Ins w. u sliiiiful worship's 
own pari icniar mei'ting, drawn together 
for the express purpose of endorsing his 
illegal .anil al l lit r.ary act s —weld back o- 
him. 1 1 \ oieil dmi n bis 1 rsnliit ion In 
pe.altoilie courts, thus shdwiiii; clearly 
and inimistakeably lli.it the cinrelit of 
popular soutimett does not Mow in his 
ilirection and that the r.ate|)ayers are not 
in favor of ilivesting themsolvos of tlu' 
power to expend the civic revenue w liich 
was conferied (not without relucl.aiice) by 
the legislat iin-.

This 
inoiiey she kept concealed 011 the priMuises 
and one dark, stormy iiiuht in the winter 
of l.Sli-i two noted burglars scented the 
i,'old and decided to rob the old woiuaii.
